In the Little Theater on Friday, July 29, a program of ballads and foik-music 
will be presented by three New England singers: Jonathan iloses of New Hampshire, 
and Elmer George and Dan Dragon of Vermont. Those who have heard these or other 
folk-singers in previous summers need no reminder of the rich experience of hear- 
ing our ancient songs deliversd in the true traditional manner, uncorrupted by 
modern feshions. Those new to Bread Loaf may wish to know that Messrs. Moses, 
George, and Dragon are loyal adherents to a song-tradition that was oid in the 
British Isles before America was discovered and that has survived in the United

If you haven't yet heard a Vermonter brag about the State Symphony Orchestra, 
this is your chance. Not only has the Orchestra played every season for many 
years in the larger towns of the state, but also, through its governing 
Association, it has given encouragement and training and practice to many young 
musicians. Vermont composers have been able to hear their works competently 
performed.

Since Alan Carter founded it in 1935, Vermont's Orchestra has actually given 
its people an education in music.
